‘fan. 13, His Majefty went to the Houfe of 
Peers, and opened the Seffion with a mott 
gracious Speech, in which he told his Parlia- 
ment, that it was with great Satisfaction he ac- 
quainted them, that we had at length extricated 
ourfelves from the many Difficulties and Incon- 
Veniencies, that attended the uncertain State of 
Affairs in Europe, by having concluded an ab- 
folute Peace with the Crown of Spain. 


The young Czar, Peter Il, died at Mofcow, 


of the Small-pox, and was fucceeded, by the 
Czarina Anne, Duchefs Dowager of Courland, 
Daughter of the Czar ohn, half Brother to the 
Czar Peter I. 

In February, there were great Debates in the 
Houfe of Commons in relation to fome Works 
carrying on by the Inhabitants of Dunkirk, in 
order to repair their Harbour. Complaint was 
made of this Affair by the Britis Minifter at 
the French Court which procured an Order 
from the King> to forbid the carrying on any 
fuch Works, and todemolifh any that may have 
been erected contrary to the Treaty of Utrecht. 

The noted Colonel Francis Charteris was 
capitally convited, and received Sentence of 
Death at the Old Bailey, for a Rape committed 
by him upon Anne Bond, his Servant Maid; 
But when the Judges who fat upon the Trial, 
came to make their Report, his Majefty hav- 
ing heard feverally their Opinions upon the 
Cafe, was pleafed by the unanimous Advice of 
his Privy Council, to order that he fhould be 
pardoned, and forthwith admitted to Bail, 
to plead the faid Pardon next Seffions. He 
died in the year 1732, and the iolluwing 
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Epitaph was wrote on him by Mr, Pote, and 
Dr. Arbuthnot.

Into this delicious Region, Seged fummoned 
all the Perfons of his Court, who feemed emi- 
nently qualified to receive, or communicate 
Pleafure. His Call was readily obe} ed; the 
young, the fair, the vivacious, and the witty, 
were all in Hate to be fated with Felicity. 
They failed jocund over the Lake, which 
feemed to fmooth its Surface before them: 
Their Paflage was cheered with Mufick, and 
their Hearts dilated with Expeétation. 

Seged landing here with his Band of Plea- 
fure, determined from that Hour to break off 
al] Acquaintance with Difcontent, to give his 
Heart fer ten Days to Eafe and Jollity, and 
then to fall back to the common State of Man. 
and fuffer his Wife to be diverlified, as before, 
with Joy and Sorrow. 

He immediately entered his Chamber, to 
coniider where he fhould begin his Circle of 
Happinefs. He had al] the Artifts of Delight 
before him, but knew not whom to cal], fince 
he could not enjoy one, but by delaying the 
Performance of another He chofe.and rejec- 
ted, he refolved and changed his Refolution, 
till his Faculties were . harrafled, and his 
Thoughts confufed ; and he returned to the 
Apartment where his Prefence was expected, 
with languid Eyes and clouded Countenance, 
and foread the Infe&tion of Uneafiaefs over the 
whole Affembly.

This Edi&t was immediately made known 
in every Chamber of the Bau and Bower 


of the Gsardens. Mirth was frighted away, 
and they who were before dancing in the 


Lawns, or finging in the Shades, were at once 
engaged in the > Care of re, gulating + their Looks, 
that Seced might find his Will | punctually 
obeyed, and fee none among them liable to 
Banifhment. 


Seged now met every Face fettled in a Smile ; 


but a Smile that difcovered Solicitude, imi- 
dity, and Conftraint. He accoited Fa- 
vourites with Familiarity ; but they were 


afraid to fpeak without Premeditation; left 
they fhould be convicted of Diicontent. He 
propofed Divertions, to which no Objection 
was made, becaufe Objection would have im- 
plied Uneafinefs: He offered various Topicks 
of Converfation, but obtained only forced 
Jefts, and laborious Laughter ; and after many 
Attempts to animate them to Confidence and 
Alacrity, was obliged to confefs to himfelf the 
Impotence of Command, and refign another 
Day to Grief and Difappointment. 

He at laft relieved his Companions from 
their Terrors, and fhut himfelf up in his Cham- 
ber to afcertain, by fome different Meafures, 


the Felicity of the fucceeding Days. At 
Jength, he threw himfelf on the Bed, and 


don his Eyes, but imagined in his Steep, that 

his Palace and Gardens: were overwhelmed by 
an Inundation, and waked with all the Ter- 
rors of a Man ftruggling in the Water. He 
com pofed himfelf again to Reft, but was dif- 
turbed by an imaginary Irruption into his 
Kingdom, and firiving, as is ufual in Dreams, 
without Ability to move, fancied himfelf be- 
trayed to his Enemies, and again ftarted up 
with Horror and Indignation, 

It was now Day, and Fear was fo ftrongly 
imprefled on his Mind, that he could fleep no 
moire. He rofe, but his Thoughts were filed 
with the Deluge and the Invafion ; nor was he 
able to difingace his Attention, or mingle 
with Eafe tn Amufement. At leng xth, 
his Perturbation gave Way to Reafon, and he

B 
third day was now declining , and Sezed 
refolved to be happy on the Morrow. 

On the 4th Morning Seged role early, re- 
frefhed with Sleep, vigorous with He alth, and 
eager with Expectation. He entered the Gar- 
den, attended by the Princes and Ladies oj 
his Court, and feeing nothing about him but 
airy Chearfulnefs, he began to fay to his 
Heart, ‘¢ This Day fhall be a Day of Pleafure.”” 
‘The Sun played upon cde Water, the Birds 
warbled in the Groves, the Gales quivered 
among the Branches. He roved from Wal k to 
WwW ke as Chance directed him, and fometimes 
heard the Virgins finging in the Shade ; {ome- 
times mingled with the Dancers on the Law nN; 
fometimes let loofe his Imagination in Flights 
of Merriment 5 and fometimes uttered grave 
Reflections, ane fententious Maxims, and 
feafted on the Admiration with which they 
were received, 

Thus the Day rolled on, without any Ac- 
cident of Vexation, or Intrufion of melancholy 
Thoughts. But having pafled three Hours in 
this harmlefs Luxury, “he was alarmed on a 
fudden by an univerfal Scream among the Wo- 
men, and turning back, faw the whole Af- 
fembly flying in Conhelion, A young Croco- 
dile had rifen out of the Lake, and was rang 
ing the Garden in Wantonnefs or Hunger. 
Seged beheld him with Indignation, as a Dif- 
turber of his Felicity, and chafed him back 
into the Lake, but could not perfuade his Re- 
tinue to ftay in the fame Place, or free their 
Hearts from the Terror which had feized upon 
them. Every Attention was fixed upon the 
late Danger and Efcape, and no Mind was any 
longer at Leifure for gay Sallies, or carelefs 
Prattle. 

Seged had now no other Employment than 
to contemplate the innumerable Cafualties 
which lie in Ambufh on every Side to inter- 
cept the Happinefs of Man. He had, how- 
ever, the Confolation of thinking, that bg 
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had not been now difappointed by his own 

Fault, and that the Accident, which had 

blafted the Hopes of the Day, might ealily be 
revented by future Caution. 

That he might provide for the Pleafure of 
the next Morning, he refulved to repeal his 
penal Edi@, for he had already belca that 
Difcontent and Melancholy were not to be 
frighted away by the Threats of Authority, 
that Power could not one the Perceptions, 
and that Pleafure would onl y refide where fhe 
was exempted from Controul. He therefore 
invited all the Companions of his Retreat to 
unbounded Pleafantry, by propofing Prizes for 
thofe who fhould, on the following Day, di- 
ftinguith themfelves by any feltive Perform- 
ances; and the Tables of the Antichamber 
were covered with Gold and Pearls, and Robes 
and Garlands, decreed the Rewards of thofe 
who could refine Elegance or heighten Plea- 
{ure. | 

At this Difplay of Riches every Eye imme- 
diately fparkled, and every Tongue was butted 
in celebrating the Bounty and Magnificence of 
the Emperor. But when Seged entered in 
ExpeC@tation of uncommon Entertainment, 
from univerfal Emulation, he found that any 
Paffion too ftrongly agitated, puts an End to 
that Tranquillity, which is neceflary to Gaiety ; 
and that the Mind, that is to be moved by the 
gentle Ve ntiteons of Mirth, muft be firft 
{moothed by a total Calm. Whatever we ar- 
dently wifh to gain, we muft in the fame De- 
gree be afraid to lofe, and Fear and Pleafure 
cannot dwell together. 

All was now Care and Sollicitude. Nothing 
was done or fpoken, but with fo vifible an 
Endeavour at Perfection, as always failed to 
delight, tho’ it fometimes forced Admiration: 
And Seged could not but obferve with Sorrow, 
that his Prizes had more Influence than him- 
felf. Asthe Evening approached, the Conteft 
grew more earneft, and thofe who could not 
but allow themfelves excelled, began by their 
Looks and Murmurs to difcover the Malignity 
of Defeat. And Seged perceiving, that no 
i xaétnefs in diftr ibuting the Prizes could fatisfy 
thofe, whofe Hopes he “fhould difappoint, and 
thinking that on the Day fet a part for Hap- 
pinefs, it would be cruel to opprefs any Heart 
with Sorrow, declared they had all pleafed him

retired to meditate, while the reit were repi- 
ning at his Diffributions, and faw the fifth Sun 
go down tn Difcontent. 

The next Dawn renewed his Refolution to 
be happy. But having now learned how little 
he could effect by any fettled Scheme, or pie- 
paratory Mleaf UTES, he th ought it beft to give 
up one Day entirely to Chance, and left every 
one to pleafe and be pleafed his own Way. 

This Relaxation of Regularity diffufed a 
General Complacence thro’ the whole Court, 
and the Emperor imagined, that he had at lat 
found the Secret of obtaining an Interval of 
Felicity. But as he was roving in this care- 
lefs Affembly with equal Careleilnefs, he over- 
heard one of his Courtiers in a clofe Arbour 
murmuring to himfelf: ‘What Merit has 
Seged above us, that we fhould thus Fear and 
Obey him, a Man, whom, whatever he may 
have formerly pérformed, his Luxury now 
fhews to have the fame Weaknefs with our- 
felves *? This Charge affected him the more, 
as it was uttered by one, whom he had always 
obferved among the moft Abjeé of his Ftatter- 
ers. At firft his Indignation prompted him 
to Severity ; bit reflecting, that what was 
fpoken without Intention to be heard, was to 
be confidered only asa Thought, and was, 
perhaps, but the fudden burft of cafual and 
temporary Vexation, he only invented fome 
decent Pretence to fend him away, and after 
the Strugle of Deliberation was paft, and all de- 
fire of Revenge utterly fupprefled, paffed the 
Evening not only with T ranquility, but Tri- 
umph, tho’ none but himfelf was Confcious of 
the Vidtory. 

The Remembrance of this Clemency cheered 
the Beginning of the7th Day, and nothing 
happened to difturb the Pleafure of seged, till 
looking on the Tree that Shaded him, he Re- 
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colleéted, that under a Tree of the fame Kind 
he had paffed the Night after his Defeat in 
the Kingdom of Geiamae. The Refe&ion on 
his Lofs, his Difhonour, and the Miferies 
which his Subjects fdvered from the Invader, 
filled him with Sadnefs. At laft he fhook off 
the Weight of Sorrow, and began to folace 
himfelf with his ufual Pleafures, when his 
Trangutlity was again r difturbed by the Jealou- 
fies, which the late Conteft for the Prizes had 
eon and which, having in vain tried to 

acify them by Perfuafi ion, he was forced to 
y Command. 

On the 8th Morning, Seged was awakened 
early by an unufual Au irry in the Apartments, 

and enquiring the Caufe, was told, that the 
Princ: e{s Balkis was feized with Sicknefs, He 
ofe, and calling the Phyficians, found that 
hey had little Hope of her Recovery. Here 
d of all follity: All bis Thoughts 
were now upon his Daughter, whofe Eyes he 
clofed on the third Day. 

Such were the Days, which Seged of Ethiopxa 
had appropriated to a fhort Refpiration front 
the Fatigues of War, and the Cares of Go- 
vernment. ‘This Narrative he has bequeathed 
to future Generations, that no Man may 
imagine the Happinefs of a Day in his own 
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PRAYER.

Political State of Foreign Affairs. 


Parma, April 4. 


PRE Revenues of this Dutchy, and that of Placentia, 
not being fuficient ro fupport che Dignity of the 
Court of the Infant Duke, his Royal Highnefs has ob- 
tain’d of his Catholick Majelty an Augmentation to his 
Revenues of 150,000 Piattres. 

Genoa, April io. Ti Credit is to be given to feveral 
private Letters from Languedoc and Lower Daurhiny, 
the Prorte{tants in thofe two Provinces are again violently 
perfecured. They wrire particularly from Mines, that 
on the 22d of Jait Month, a Perfon named Flechier, was 
arrefted in a Town near that City, for having difobeyed 
the Ordinances of the King, which forbid the Reform- 
ed to hold any Affembiies; chac this unhappy Man had 
been conducted from Mines to Monrre.fier, where he 
was hanged fome Days after. Several other Perfons, of 
the fame Religion, have been likewife, for the fame 
Trantgreffion, arreited in the Valley of Grefivandan, and 
in the Cevennes, who, it’s thought, will undergo the 
fame Fate that the Sieur Flechier has done. 

Modena, April3. The Duke, our Sovereign, has ob- 
tained Leave of the Pope to lay a Tax upon the Eccle- 
fiaftical Eitates in his Dominions, in order in Part to ine 
demnify him for the Loffes he fuffained by foreign 
Troops in rhe late War. 

Berlin, April 5. Yefterday the Magazine of Powder 
at Thiergarton biew up, and four Men at work therein 
were killed. 

Hanover, April4. The Detachments of Horfe ap- 
poinred to efcort his Britannick Majeity irom the Fron 
tiers of Holland co rhis place are on their Departure for 
their re{pective Stations. 

Hanover, April «. The King’s Baggage arriv’d here 
this Morning trom Bremen. Latt Sunday Prayers were 
putup in all ovr Churches for his Majefty’s happy 
Journey hither. By the Carelefsnefs of fome Workmen, 
ene of the magnificent Tents in rhe Gardens of Heren- 
haufen took Fire a few Days ago, and was entirely con- 
fumed ; the Damage whereof is computed at upwards dt 
8000 Rixdollars. 

Hanover, April7. The Baron de Feterf{wald Mafter 
of the Horfe and Chamberlain to his Britannick Majefty 
as Elector of Hanover, died here afew Days ago in the 
67th Year of his Age.

Chefter, April 11, On Thurfday laft ended the Affizes 
here, when Scaniey, M’Cannelly, Morgan and Boyde, 
ail lrifhmen, received Sentence of Death for the lare 
molt remarkable Robbery of Mr. Jolin Porter’s Houfe, 
about two Miles from Chefter, which Tranfa@tion, with 
the hedpwah sein and much applauded Behaviour of Mr. 
Porter’s youngeft Daughter, a Girl about thirteen Years 
of Age, has been fome Time ago tully mentioned in this 
Magazine. Boyde, on Account of his Yourh, and his 
having begged of nis Comrades to {pare Mr. Porrer’s 
Life, has had his Doom changed to Tranfportation ; but 
the three others are to be execured the 25th Inftanr. 
John Robinfon was condemned for a Robbery, but is 
reprived. 

Exeter, April 3. This Day five Perfons were executed 
at Heavy-Tree Gallows. John Davy for the Murder of 


his Wife, faid that he bore his Wife no ill Will till within 


a few Days cf his committing the barbarous Deed ; bur 
that he had, abour twelve Months before, deferted her, 
and cohabited with another Woman, and after being 
abfent fome Time, they returned, when imagining his 
Wife might interrupt them, he determined to put it our 
of her Power, which indeed he did ina fhocking Manner; 
for having had an Interview with her for a Reconcili- 
ation, he defired a fecond the Sunday Morning follow. 
ing, upion Ingolsby-Common, not far from Hatherly, 
which fhe granted ; where after fhe had con'ented co 
the Gratification of his Defires, and a Reconciliation 
made, as fhe was rifing from the Ground where they 
had been fitting, he ftized her by the Threar, then 
kneeling upon her Breaft, held her in that Manner 
inril fhe expired, He further fays, that happening to 
be at the Place before his Wife, he never was fo unealy 
in his Life at the Stay fhe made; that while he was thus 
waiting he faw a tall Gentleman, drefled in Black, pafs 
by him, who fpoke to him, and told him he muft kill 
his Wife, and then difappeared ; that foon after this he 
faw his Wife coming, when, he fays, that he never en. 
joyed fo much Pleafure in his Mind before. He is tobe 
hanged in Chains near the Place where the Murder wag 
committed,

immediately atter Conviction, before the Court proceeds 
co any other Bufinefs, unlefg there be reafonable Caute 
tor pottponing the fame The Judge is empower’d to 
appoint the Body of a Criminal to be hung in Chains; 
bur in no Cafe to fuffer ie to be buried, unlefs it be frit 
Atrer Senrence ef Death the Offender is to be 
ted with Bread and Warer only (unlefs in receiving the 
Sacrament, or in Cafe of Sicknefs) and no Perfon what- 
ever, excepe the Gaoler or his Servants, fhall have Ac- 
cefs to him withnurt Leave of the Judge, or under the 
Hand of che Sheriff or h's Deputy.

Thomas Afhley, Gardener. of Ifleworth was tried on 
an Indictment tor wiliui and corrupt Perjury, in fwear- 
ing at the Trial of Jofeph Goddard, who was tried in 
September Seliions, for robing Henry Simons, a Polith 
Jew of 554 Ducats, that, he, Afhley, on the 211t of 
Augutt 1751, did throw the Jew into a Ditch, and alfo 
that he did throw a Srone at him, break his Head, and 
thereby caufe the Blood :0 flow ; and this was faid to be 
in Contradistion to what Simons the Jew had {worn on 
Goddard:’s Trial, which was, that his Head was broke 
by the Perfons that robbed him- It wat proved by 
the Evidence of two Women that were prefent at 
Smalibery-Green, where this was fworn to be done, 
during the whole Tranfaaction, and of three Gentle. 
men that were riding along the Road at that Time, that 
Afhiey was very drunk, and that he did not run after 
Simons, but did nct pethim ina Ditch, or throw a 
Scone at him, and that he was nut Bloody, or appeared 


at all tobe hurt: The People at the Red Lion and 


Pench Bowl in Old Brentford, where the Jew lodged 
that Night, proved that he was not Bloody, or any 
way hure when he came to their Honfe. After a 
Trial of feven Hours, the Jury, without going out of 
Court, brought him in Guilry. 

The Council forthe Jew were Mr. Hume Campbell, 
Mr, Ford, and Mr, Davey. For the Prifoner, Serjeant 
Hayward, and Mr. Dawton. 

Tuefday fourreen Prifoners were tried at the Old Bai-

This Day Lingard ftood on the Pillory near Sr. Mare 
garet’s Hill in the Borough, for Perjury in fwearing a- 
gainft Mr. Coleman, who was innocently hanged on 
Kennington Common. This Fellow was the princi« 
p2l Evidence, and feems to have been inftigated by no 
other Motives than a View of fharing the Reward; a 
Villain who may be truly faid to have been guilty, not 
only of cheating the Country, but of wilful and delie 
berate Murder, and both he accomplifhed by Perjury, 
which, notwithftanding, is his only Crime in the Eye 
of the Law. 

We hear that Robert Darby, whofe Health is much 
mended in the New Goal, has made Application to 
the Sheriff of the County of Surry to hive fome 
Time allowed him to prepare for Erernity, as rhe 
Care of his Soul had been much obitruéted by the 
Indifpofition of his Body ; and ir is faid his Requeft was 

ranted, 
By the Report publifhed in feveral of Saturday’s Pae 
pers of the Death of Darby, great Numbers of Coun. 
try People aflembled on Monday laft at Black-Warer 
Heath, expecting ro fee him hung in Chains; but ree 
turned home difappointed. 

Monday Nighra Sailor quarrelling with a young Man 
at a Houfe of il] Reputein Drury-lane, the former ftaby’d 
the latter in fo defperate a Manner, that ’tis thought he 
can’t recover, The Sailor is commitred to the Gare.

The Judge repricved the Jait Seven before he left the

On Wedncfcay laft Six of the above were execured 
on a Ga.lows a Mile beyond Kingfitcon. 

Monday fe’nnight the Affizes ended at Ruthin, for 
the County of Denbigh, before the Hon. William Noel, 
his Majeliy’s Chier juitice of Chefter, and John Talbor, 
Efgrs. when feveral honeft Tradefmen were about to be 
indicted for oppofing fome Methodift Preachers in their 
Manner ot Proceeding ; but this Defign was fruitrated 
by a moit learned and eloguent Speech made by Mr.

_ Laft Monday Morning, about Nine o’Clock, (as mene 
tioned in our laft) Mifs Biandy was brought out of the 
Caftle Gate at Oxtord, and execured on the Cattle 
Green, purfuant to her Sentence, for poifoning her Fae 
ther, She was dreffed in the fame black Petelair as the 
was tried in, had ona black Pair of Gloves, and her 
Hands and Arms were tied with black Paduafoy Ribe 
bons. Onthe Sunday Night the fent tothe Sheriff, 
who, fhe was informed was come to Town to be pre- 
fentat her Execution, and defired that he would give 
her till Eight o’Clock the next Morning, and fhe would 
be ready as foon after as he pleafed. On Sunday about 
Twelve o’Clock, fhe took the Sacrament, and igned a 
Declaration concerning the Crime for which fhe was to 
fuffer ; in which fhe deniec! knowing that the Powders 
fhe had adminiftered to her Fether had any poifonoifs 
Quality in chem ; and alfo made therein a Confeflion of 
her Faith. Her Behaviour at the Gallows was becom. 
ing a Perfon in her unhappy Circumftances, and drew 
not only great Compaflion, but Tears from moit of rhe 
Spectators. When fhe got up abour five Steps of th 

Ladder, fhe faid, ‘ Gentlemen, I beg you will nor 
* hang me high, for the fake of Decency ;’ and being 
defired to go a little higher, fhe did two Steps more; 
and then, turning herfelf on the Ladder, had a little 
Trembling, and faid,‘ lam afraid I fhall fall After 
fhe had turned herfelf upon the Ladder, the Rev. Mr. 
Swinton, who attended her, faid, ‘ Madam, Have you 
any thing to fay to the Publick ? She faid, Yes; and 
then made a Speech to the following Purport : ‘ Thar, 
as {he was then going to appear before a juit God, the 
did not know that the Powders, which were fuppoled 
to be the Caufe of the Death of her dear Father, would 
have done him any Harm, therefore fhe was ine 
nocently the Caufe of his Death ; and, as fhe had been 
fufpected to have poifoned her Mother, fhe declared, 
‘ that the never had been fo muck as innocently the 
Caufe of either her fllaefs or her Death :’ And then, 
defiring all prefent to pray for her, fhe puiled a white 
Handkerchief, which was tied round her Head for thar 
Purpofe, over her Eyes, which not being low enough, 
a Perfon {ftanding by itepp‘d up the Ladder end pull’d it 
farther down ; then giving rhe Signal, by holding oue 
alittle Book which fhe iad in her Hand, fhe was 
turned of. The Time or her fuffcring was {0 weil cone 
cealed, that ’all abour two Hours Sefore, it was a great 
Doubr with the People wiierher fhe would die thar Day. 
Betore fhe went ont of the Goal, fhe gave the Sheriff's 
Men a Guinea to drink, and took two Guineas in her 
Hends with her, which fhe gave to the Executioner, 
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
